relationship between parent and 
child. 
"I wanted my dad—but he only 


gave me things." 
"I wanted my dad—it's him 1 


want, not things." 
These two statements were pre- 


dominating Inr term papers lust 
submitted by SMU students In so- 
ciology in answer to a question re- 
garding their own lives with their 
parents, Dr. Pritchett said. 
"Sit down and let your kid talk," 


he warned members of the club. 
"Boys and girls need a dad with 
whom they can talk, and 
who 


won't criticize their attempts, to do 


•«>. The feeling in a child of being 
Unwanted, unloved, Is the most dan- 


gerous thing a child can have. It 
warps his personality and shakes 
his very foundation. The greatesl 
fear we have is that we do not 
have that love relationship." 


A- 
Deploring the trend that sees 
"the family institution going on 
the rocks in ever increasing num- 
bers," Dr. Pritchett declared that 
the "family is the foundation 
on 


which all other social Institutions 
rest." 
"No nation, however great, has 


ever resisted its crumbling," he 
eaid. 
Discussing the social and emo- 


tional conditioning process of a 
child, the sociologist charged that 
today's husband 
and 
father is 
"trying to live in the 
economic 


range only." 
"Marriage today is more of a 
companionship. Men say 'My job 
is to make money.' 
They have 


been pulling out of the 
picture 


pretty much," he said. 
"You must remember that a 


child has to have a father and a 
mother to develo" normally. These 
early-life attitudes last 
forever. 
They are the foundations upon 
which a child's personality 
Is 
built. And we as adults are re- 
sponsible for what kind of person 
alitles come out of our families. 
"Take stock of yourselves. What 


have you been doing?" 
"It's time we did some thinking 


on factual things. We're to busy 
with business." 
Dr. Pritchett, who spoke earlier
